NEWARK COALITION FOR NEIGHBORHOODS 


For the past year the CETA/Jobs Task Force of .the Newark Coalition for 
Neighborhoods has been pressing city efficials to develep job pregrams 
that provide meaningful training and empleyment for Newark people, The 
Coalition has taken a firm positien in favor of jebs for Newark residents. 


The current unemployment rate in Newark is over 1S %which is more 
than double the natienal rate. Youth unempleyment fer age groups 16 te 2h 
is twice as high fer non-whites as they are fer whites. The Cealitien fer 
Neighberhoods has called fer an effective yeuth empleyment pregram UG cus 
down en the rising crime rate. 


Jhe City ef Newark has made an effert te bring industrial an‘ comnewot Al 
firms inte the city in erder te develep jobs. The City prevides leans, 
tax credits and tax abatements te enceurage these firms to move inte the city. 
The Newark Coalition fer Neighborheods has called upon city officials to 
insure that jobs created through governmental incentives be guarso: © si 
Newark residents. The Coalition supperts meaningful jobstraining, ars 
affirmative action programs. 


Due to the high rate of unemployment and tke lack of jebs fer Newark 
residents, a third of Newark's populatien is receiving public sssistence. 
A family of 4 under the pregram Aide to Families with Depenic 
receives a monthly check fer $386 plus $110 in food stamps fey a bw 
ef 3196. This figure is {11 below the monthly peverty levei vo iaolisned by 
the federal gevernment (3610). In addition, the policies and miles 
dealing with welfare receipients contribute to the decline and dissnprian 
ef the family instkad of its development and stability. 


The problems of Jebs and income must comcern every level. of government. 
Federal, stae, ceunty and city policies must be supportive ef jebs for 
Newark people and of an adequate income fer those unable te work. The 
follewing lecal and national draft resolutions will be censidered at 
the Jebs & Income Workshop for adeptien by the group. 


A. Whereas: 4 job is a right of every abled body American worker, and 


Whereas: Congress reduced funds for public service jebs from 
600,000 te 00000 nationally under the Comprehensive 
Empleyment and Training Act (CHTA), and 


Whereas: Newark will receive a cut ef $8.86 millien for public service 
jobs and training under CETA, therefere 


the Citizens ef Newark demand that the Cengress of the United 
Staes adept and implement a full and effective emplLeyment 
and training pregram for the current unemployed including 
entry level and managerial level pesitions, and that the 
current 18 month limitation en public service remployment 
under CETA be lifted as a method te fight unemployment.
